icies or persons. No charges 
have 
been brought against any one and 
therefore personal feeling has

engendered.

Tho nearest approach to heated dis­ 
cussion is that which has boon arous­

Thus 
far not a great deal has been offered 
that prom ises to excite the opposition 
of corporations or other business con­ 
cerns. Possible exceptions are the loll

U nder the direc­ 
tion of M ajor John C. Townes. Jr., 
four d istrict exem ption boards of 
seven m em bers each were 
created, 
280 local exem ption boards of three 
m em bers each, 280 governm ent 
a p ­ 
peal agents, 280 boards of instruc­ 
tion of three m em bers each, Gfte'*n 
medical advisory boards of 12 m em ­ 
bers each and seven inspectors. 
On June 5, 1917 there w ere 41?,- 
689 men registered in the state, June 
5, 1918 there were 34,161, A ugust 24, 
1918 about 8,(KH) and Septem ber 12, 
th ere were 528,218 men registered— a 
total reg istratio n in Texas of 988,068 
men.

REIGN OF JU STIC E. 
President Poincare in his opening 
address to the peace congress told the 
delegates th a t they were to institute 
a reign of justice on earth. 
If this is 
done the g re a t sacrifice made by the 
world in wealth and lives, trem endous 
as it was, will be cheap. 
President Poincare says: 
“The intervention 
of 
the 
United 
States was som ething 
more, 
som e­ 
thing greater than a g reat political 
and m ilitary event. It w as a .supreme 
judgm ent passed a t the bar of history 
by the lofty conscience of a free peo­ 
ple and their chief m agistrate on the 
enormous responsibilities incurred in 
the frightful conflict which was lacer­ 
ating hum anity. 
“It was not only to protect itself 
from the audacious aim s of German 
m egalom ania and th a t 
the 
U nited 
States equipped fleets and created im ­ 
mense arm ies, but also and above all 
to defend an ideal of shadow of the 
im perial eagle 
encroaching 
fa rth e r 
every day. 
America, the daughter of 
Europe, crossed the ocean to rescue 
her m other from the hum iliation of 
thraldom and to save a civilization. 
“The American people wished to 
put an end to the greatest scandal 
th at has ever sullied the annals 
of 
mankind. 
A utocratic 
governm ents 
having prepared in the secrecy of the 
chancelleries and the general staffs a 
mad program of universal dominion, 
let loose their packs a t the tim e fixed 
by their genius 
for 
intrigue, 
and 
sounded the horns for the chase, or­ 
dering science (at the very tim e it 
was begging to abolish distance, to 
bring men closer together and make 
life sw eeter), to leave the bright sky 
tow ard which it was soaring and to 
place itself subm issively a t the serv­ 
ice of violence; debasing the religious 
idea to the extent of their passions 
and the accomplice of their crim es— 
in short, counting as nought the tra 
ditions and wills of peoples, the lives 
of citizens, the honor of women and 
all those principles of public and pri 
vate m orality which we for our p art 
have endeavored to 
keep 
unaltered 
throughout the w ar and which neither 
nations nor individuals can re p u d ia te 
or disergard w-ith im punity. 
“W hile the conflict was gradually 
extending over the entire surface of 
the earth, the clanking of chains wa. 
heard here and there and captive n a ­ 
tionalities from the depths of their 
age-long jails cried out to us for help. 
Yes, more, they escaped to come to 
our aid. 
Continuing 
President 
Poincare 
stated th at even before the signing of 
the arm istice you reached th at neces­ 
sary unity under the aid of the lofty 
moral and political tru th 
of 
which 
President 
Wilson 
has 
nobly 
made 
him self the interpreter, and in 
the 
light of these tru th s you intend to 
accomplish much. 
“ You will, therefore seek nothing 
but justice; justice th a t has no fa ­ 
vorites; justice in territo rial problems, 
justice in financial problems, justice in 
economic problems. 
But justice is 
not inert, it does not subm it to in­ 
justice. 
W hat it dem ands first when 
it has been violated are restitution 
and reparation 
for the peoples 
and 
individuals who have been despoiled 
or m altreated. 
In form ulating this 
lawful claim, it obeys neither hatred 
nor an instinctive or thoughtless desire 
for reprisals. 
It pursues a two-fold 
object—to lender to each his due and 
not to encourage crime through leav­ 
ing it unpunished. 
“ W hat justice also demands, 
in­ 
spired by the sam e feeling is the pun­ 
ishm ent of the guilty and effective 
guarantees against an active return 
of the spirit by which 
they 
are 
prom pted, and it is logical to demand 
th at these guarantees should be given 
above all to the nations th a t 
have 
been and m ight again be m ost expos­ 
ed to aggression or threat, to those 
who have m any tim es stood in danger 
of being subm erged by the periodic 
tide of the sam e invasion. 
“ W hat justices banishes is 
the 
dream of conquest and im perialU m , 
contem pt for national will, the arb i­ 
tra ry exchange of provinces between 
States, as though peoples were but 
articles of furniture or pawns in a 
gam e. 
The tim e is no more 
when 
diplom atists can meet to redraw with 
authority the m ap of the em pire on 
the corner of a table.

The news columns of the E agle on 
W ednesday carried an article in re ­ 
gard to the enorm ous profits th at 
were made last year by the sm allest

concerns.

profits, for a w ar tim e y ear are said 
to have been more than 47 per cent 
on the capital invested. 
And th is in 
the face of the fact th at thousands 
of men and women in the U nited 
States stinted them selves on m eats to 
the point of decreasing th eir efficien­ 
cy because of th eir inability to afford 
the expense of buying as much m eats 
as were needed for the fam ily’s use. 
By express direction of President 
Wilson and under specific appropria­ 
tion by congress, the federal trade 
commission made a searching investi­ 
gation into the operations of the large 
Chicago packers. 
On December 
IO, 
1918, a t the suggestion of the presi­ 
dent, u bill was introduced in congress 
by R epresentative Sims, of the house 
com m ittee on in terstate and foreign 
commerce, for the purpose of carry ­ 
ing into effect the recom m endations 
of the federal trad e commission with 
respect to the m arketing of live stock 
and of m eats and other products de­ 
rived from the slaughtering of live 
took. 
A prelim inary hearing on this 
bill was held on December 19th, and 
fu rth er hearings are now being held. 
D uring the investigation of the fed­ 
eral trade commission occurred the 
fam ous Francis J. Heney controversy 
w ith the attorneys of the packers 
over certain papers contained in the 
safe of one firm of attorneys em ­ 
ployed by the packers. 
It will be re­ 
in em be red th at Honey insisted th at 
these papers would crim inally convict 
the packers of unlaw ful m ethods, and 
th at a fter Heney had secured an order 
from one court to take possession of 
the paper*, another and a higher court 
over-ruled the first order and allowed 
the packer representatives to retain 
the papers. 
N otw ithstanding 
every 
obstacle 
throw n in the way of the investigating 
commission enough evidence was se­ 
cured to damn the packing plunder- 
bund as being crim inals of the deep 
est die, for any one, or any concern 
th at will rob the people on a stable 
and necessary food product to *uch 
an extent that they are able to pay 
dividends of over 47 per cent a year 
are thieves and m urderers and are 
worse than the blood--m eared igno­ 
ran t bolshevik! 
of Russia. 
Fearing the tighteou* indignation 
of the people the big packers began 
to flood the country w ith advertise­ 
m ents and special articles which to­ 
gether con tit Ute an unparalleled pub­ 
licity conducted by experts in the a rt 
of influencing public opinion and coat­ 
ing enormous sums of money. 
N eith­ 
er th*- consum er nor the producer ran 
compete effectively with these m eth­ 
ods, although they ultim ately pay 
the billa. 
The consum ers are wholly 
unorganized and the 
producer* 
are 
practically unorganized. 
Recognizing th at there I* no o rg an ­ 


ized force to com bat th eir nefarious 
plans to mulch the public these arro ­ 
gant creators of anarchists and bol- 
shevikis are seeking to down the ris­ 
ing indignation of a long suffering 
public. 
Ask any stock raiser and he will 
tell you there is less money to be 
made in the stock business today than 
ever before. 
W hy? 
Because the packers 
have 
every 
stock raiser a t th eir m ercy and pay 
them the least am ount possible to not 
com pletely stran g le the live stock in­ 
dustry. 
Ask any house wife w hat she pays 
for the m eats she feeds her fam ily 
and she will tell you th at she pays 
a higher price than ever known be­ 
fore in the history of the world. 
W hy? 
Because the plunderbund of m eat 
packers w ant to pay 47 per cent a 
year on colossal investm ents. 
In addition to controlling the m eat 
and live stock business of the nation 
these packers a re reaching out into 
other avenues and are g ettin g a stra n ­ 
gle hold on other industries. 
They 
have th eir tenacles reaching into fi­ 
nancial centers; into the tran sp o rta ­ 
tion system , and m anufacturing fields 
and are seeking to control these life 
giving stream s as they are controlling 
the m eat industry. 
In years gone by the people of the 
nation railed ag ain st the Standard 
oil tru st and the Standard oil in 
R ockefeller’s m ost halycon days was 
a m ere pigm y to w hat the m eat tru st 
has become.

I. M. Cook of Steep Hollow b a s re­ 
ceived a continuation of the in terest­ 
ing narrative w ritten by his son. Jesse 
M. Cook, with the American soldiers 
in France. 
Mr. Cook bas the happy 
faculty of telling an interesting story 
and m aking you see things th a t be 
w rites about. 
In his last le tte r he takes up the 
n arrativ e where he ended in the le t­ 
ter that was published some tim e back 
in the E agle. He w rites: 
“ I w rote you lust from Ecury. W e 
loft there on July 20. Two other men 
and m yself w ere on m y truck, which 
gave us a g reat deal of trouble as 
it bad been in s< i vice for about four 
years. We drove in shifts both day 
and night as we had to be ready for 
the Chateau J hierry drive which soon 
began. W e passed through Meaux and 
L a Forte. 
N ear La Forte we were 
located in a large chateau, one of 
the most beautiful country places I 
have ever seen. 
Here we had lots 
of work for the offen* ive pays a big 
price in such drives. 
On A ugust 7 we moved again fo r 
the A m ericans w ere 
advancing 
so 
sw iftly th at v c were left fa r in the 
rear. 
On this trp we entered 
the 
awfully devastated country 
a 
few 
miles before we 
reached 
Chateau 
Thierry. We stopped at w hat 
once 
was a p retty little town called Coincy. 
We were there for some tim e. 
We 
lived under very disagreable condi­ 
tions as it had been occupied by the 
G ermans only a few clays before. The 
dead G erm ans and horses had not all 
been buried which m ade san itary con­ 
ditions aw ful. W ith much sickness we 
pulled through and handled the p a­ 
tients O. K. 
This was near the base 
of "B ig B ertha,” which was a great 
piece of work. 
It resem bled the tu rn 
tables in a round house. The railroad 
ran rig h t over*it. 
The G erm ans tried 
to destroy it when they retreated but 
it was constructed so well th at dyna­ 
m ite would not 
effect 
it. 
Quinten 
Roosevelt’s grave was not very far 
from this place. 
All of this 
country 
was shot to pieces. 
There w as little 
to see except graves, dead Germ ans, 
dead horses, am m unition, dugouts and 
shell holes. 
Each G erm an grave was 
identified by his rifle being stuck at 
the -head w ith his helm et hanging on 
the gun stock. 
W hile here I took an 
interesting trip to the field one dark 
night when there w as lots of activity. 
One of the saddest deaths we had 
in the hospital was there a t Coincy. 
A young lieutenant was received who 
was fatally wounded. He died soon 
a fte r the operation. W ithin an hour 
a fte r his death, his father, a private 
of the sam e com pany, cam e to see 
him. 
H is fa th e r was a m an of about 
fifty years of ago. 
I have never seen 
so much real p atriotism in a man as 
in this one. 
He returend to his duties 
the next day and continued to fight 
in one of the greatest drives we made. 
Our next move was from Coincy to 
Souhmes, a sm all village betw een 
Souilly and Verdun. We moved Sep­ 


tem ber 13 and made the trip by rail. 
I had m y outfit on two flat cars. I 
was side tracked at a French camp 
for three days* 
I hey cared for me 
very well. 
The French are real hos­ 
pitable 
especially 
when 
we 
have 
A m erican tobacco. 
We rested in tho 
next cam p for about a week 
while 
they prepared for the last big drive 
on the Verdun front. 
There w asn’t 
much excitem ent here. A few shells 
were falling on the other side of the 
hill and there were lots of air battles. 
The drive finally began a fter several 
days of restless w aiting. We had lots 
of w ork as the A rgonne Forest ann 
Dead Man’s Hill cost us a big price. 
Finally the enemy gave w ay and we 
moved forw ard ogain. 
The next location w as a t Form er- 
ville and th at is w here you find me 
now. 
It is a short distance from V er­ 
dun and has been deserted during 
the whole w ar. We shall always re­ 
m em ber this place as it is where we 
handled our last wounded men 
and 
were shelled the first and only time. 
The hospital is on the side of a hill 
that faces the enemy. At the foot of 
the hill stands a large b am w here we 
have the kitchen, headquarters and 
barracks for part of the men. I was 
living in my trailer which sat between 
the bam and the hospital. We knew 
that we had been sighted by the boche 
aviators but we thought little of th eir 
a rtillery g ettin g a range on us. 
On 
N ovem ber 2 it about 11:80 a. rn. they 
opened fire on vs w ith w hat we ju d g ­ 
ed to be an «ight-inch gun. 
I 
w as 
sleeping a t this tim e as I was on 
n ight duty. 
The first shell h it the 
barn in the p art where the men were 
quartered. 
There w ere several night 
men in there asleep. 
They 
worn 
eight wounded, two of which 
w ere 
fatal. 
I w as aw akened by it but I 
thought the -xplosion the result of a 
rooky fooling w ith a hand grenade or 
some other accident. 
In about three 
m inutes I heard the hum or whine 
of the second one and realized w hat 
it was before it hit. 
This one came 
a little nearer to me. I didn’t get up 
thinking it would be the last one. 
I 
didn’t have tim e to think long before 
a thin! one landed in a rock road by 
the side of m y house on wheels. The 
traile r seemed to have gone up in the 
a ir and shook for a little bit and then 
cam e down w ith a bang. 
It was b a t­ 
tered up considerably 
w ith 
stone? 
and three pieces of shrapnel 
w ent 
through, but m issed me. 
It 
didn’t 
take me long to make a decision as 
to w hether or not I should get out 
of bed. 
In fact I was out before I 
thought. 
Before I had dressed a n ­ 
other landed near me and killed an ­ 
other m an and wounded one of our 
best surgeons. 
I went to the hospital 
to help get the patients out. We c a r­ 
ried them over the hill from where 
the shells were falling. Here is where 
the nurses showed th eir nerve. 
They

My 
arm y life in the S tates w as ideal but 
I am som ew hat disappointed a t my 
service over heic. 
This is the 
last 
work I thought of doing. I expected 
som ething w ith lots of action but it 
is not w hat we expect th a t we always 
get in this world. C aring for

wounded takes lots of patience and 
sym pathy, 
I worked conscientiously 
ami tried to the best of my ability to 
be efficient. 
All a m an can do over 
here is to w ork w here they put him. 
You know th ere is lots of work to be 
done over here. T here are five w ork­ 
ing for every one th a t is fighting.”

farm ers of every other state in the 
Union of obtaining loans upon rural 
hom estead', a t a low rate of interest 
and w ith easy paym ents upon the 
principal, the undersigned 
w ere 
a p ­ 
pointed a com m ittee to issue an ad­ 
dress to the public setting forth the 
ch aracter of am endm ent th at is deem­ 
ed necessary to accom plish the end 
desired and the 'reasons why such 
am endm ent should be subm itted by 
the legislature and adopted by the 
people of this state. 
We believe th a t the rural hom estead 
provision of our present constitution 
should be so amended as to provide 
th at the owner thereof, when joined 
by his wife, could execute a valid 
lien thereon to secure the paym ent of 
a loan, the proceeds of which are to 
be used for one or fo r all of the 
following purposes: 
For the purchase 
of additional farm land, any im prove­ 
m ent of farm land, the purchase of 
farm equipm ent, fertilizer, livestock, 
feed for livestock and seed for plant­ 
ing purposes. 
Such loan should be 
restricted to a rate of interest not ex­ 
ceeding six per cent and should be

Large Number of Brit­ 
ish Soldiers, Reported 
' Killed 
o r 
Missing, 
0 e l d 
in 
Silence 
Camps, Says Corr es- 
pondent. 


(B y a Special Correspondent.) 
London, Jan. 17.— Scores of B rit­ 
ish soldiers of whom no tidings have 
been heard, who have not been re­ 
ported killed and 
whose continued 
absence is causing the gravest con­ 
cern among wives, m others, sisters, 
sweethearts and friends a t home, are 
secret prisoners in the hands of the 
Germans. 
From 
inform ation 
which 
has 
reached me I should suggest a policy 
of “hope on” until the B ritish gov­ 
ernment takes the m atter resolutely 
in hand and sends out a commission 
to search every nook and cranny of 
Germany for the poor fellows, whose 
suspense must be alm ost unbearable. 
This is urgently needed. 
Put in Silence Camps. 
Some of the m issing men were un­ 
doubtedly confined in those terrible 
live and referendum yet m ade by 
.silence camps from which never 
a any A m erican comom nwealth. These 
word was allowed to percolate to the 
outside world. 
Others are probably being forced 
to work on the estates of rich P rus­ 
sian 
junkers—forced 
to 
w ork 
as 
slaves. 
M. Prat, one of the deputies for 
the Seine-et-Oise in 
the 
French 
chamber, who has carefully investi­ 
gated the matter, is responsible for 
the positive 
assertion 
th a t 
there 
are several thousands of prisoners 
believed by their fam ilies to be dead, 
but really kept in secret. 
Before me lies a 
m ass 
of docu­ 
mentary evilence bearing out 
this 
statement, obtained by the Bulletin 
de I’Union des Fam ilies de D isparus. 
There is quoted a specific case of one 
French soldier who was taken prison­ 
er in S ep tem b er 1915, and of whom 
nothing more w as heard until this 
Summer, when he w rote: “Today, for 
the first tim e, T have succeeded in 
finding means to w rite to you.” 
Hun Never Forgives. 
So far as I can gather from 
the 
information in my posesssion, there 
are three principal reasons for keep­ 
ing these men 
in 
a secrecy 
and 
silence as deep as th a t of the grave. 
1 
In the first place the H un 
never 
forgives and never forgets. 
If 
a 
British soldier w as rude to a Ger­ 
man officer, th a t officer would go to 
considerable trouble to w ork 
out 
quite an elaborate revenge. The Hun 
officer would ‘unark” th a t soldier. 
Thus when the tim e for dispersal 
from 
the 
prisoners’ 
cam ps ‘ came 
about the Germ an bully would turn 
the rest loose to find their w ay, un­ 
aided and starving into H olland and 
safety, but would detain the soldier 
who had insulted him, and afterw ard 
secretly send the m an to w ork 
in 
his castle or on his estate, w here he 
could torture and degrade him 
at 
will. 
Some Know Secrets. 
The second reason hinted a t by my 
informant is th a t these men 
whose 
whereabouts are such 
a 
mystery 
have, by reason 
of 
their 
special 
knowledge or adaptability, been put 
to work on undertakings the nature 
of which the G erm ans w ant to keep 
secret. 
Although the actual fighting 
is 
over, the trad e w ar w ith G erm any is 
only just beginning, and if any of 
the men in question acquired, either 
accidentally or otherwise, a trade .se­ 
cret of any value— and such a con­ 
tingency is by no means an im possi­ 
bility—he would be kept a prisoner 
in secret. 
The third reason is som ew hat sim ­ 
ilar. The men are being kept prison­ 
ers through the instrum entality 
of 
individual officers or men. They have 
gained some knowledge which, 
if 
disclosed, would end in terrible re tri­ 
bution for the officer or man con­ 
cerned.

Seven Industrial a n d Maiden 
Mr, H arding has conferred w ith leg­ 
islators regarding the m atter and a 
bill will be introduced by T ravis coun­ 
ty representative T. S. Johnson to car­ 
ry out the object of the educator. 
C layton industrial institute is locat­ 
ed at M anor, T ravis county, and is 
the property of the county. 
As an independent school district, 
the school can not become the bene­ 
ficiary of any endow m ent fund, yet it 
does receive support from the S later 
fund and the general education board 
of New York. 
The institute is an industrial school 
fo r negroes of both sexes, and the 
enrollm ent this year is about 230. 
The subjects tau g h t there include 
academ ic studies up to the ten th grade 
as well as vocational subjects. 
The object is to teach the negroes 
w hat he should know —the learning 
th a t will fit him to occupy his rig h t 
position. 
W hile the m ajority of the students 
are from T ravis county, th ere are 
some there from alm ost every section 
of the state. 
There is a ten-acre farm and w hat 
is called B rackenridge industrial hall, 
both being the g ifts of Colonel B rack­ 
enridge of San Antonio, and showing 
the interest of th a t philanthropist in 
the work. 
W hat will be asked fo r the school 
from the state does not involve the ex­ 
penditure of a cent. 
The bill provides fo r a state ch arter; 
for a com m ittee appointed by the gov­ 
ernor to receive endow m ent funds and 
m anage sam e, and fo r 
an 
honory 
board of tru stees appointed from out­ 
side the state. 
“Tuskegee and H am pden in stitu tes 
have been built a t no expense to the 
states in which they are located,’ said 
Mr. Holden, “and Texas can accom­ 
plish as much as A labam a and V ir­ 
ginia have w ithout spending a pen­ 
ny.

When the voters last fall returned 
to office th eir 
“ farm er 
G overnor,” 
Lynn J. F razier, they also carried by 
a strong vote IO am endm ents to the 
state constitution. 
This w as likely, 
the m ost extensive use of the initia- 


am endm ents 
authorized the 
legisla­ 
ture to establish the follow ing indus­ 
tries as state-ow ned property: 
G rain elevators, 
Flour mills, 
Packing plants, 
Coldstorage w arehouses, 
Coal m ines, 
Hail insurance, 
Rural credit banks. 
A nother am endm ent authorized the 
necessary steps tow ards the exem p­ 
tion of farm and city im provem ents 
of land from taxes. 
The m em bers of the legislature are 
not antagonistic to these experim ents, 
rath er the g re a t m ajority is enth u sias­ 
tic for them .

seen from th a t tim e until his dead 
body w as found yesterday by a six­ 
teen-year old lad.

The sh eriff was notified and 
he,

At first 
it was im possible to find jobs for 
every outgoing m an because of the 
rapidity with which they w ere being 
demobilized, but despite this condi­ 
tion approxim ately fifty per cent of 
the men have been returned to old 
positions or to new and b etter ones. 
The governm ent w as quick to b a l­ 
ize th a t prom ises m ade by em ployers 
to men called to the colors were not 
alw ays kept. 
U nder the direction of W. A. Fay, 
a cantonm ent w orker, Camp 
G rant 
has devised a system , which is being 
made the ihodol for other 
camps, 
w hereby the men are given practical 
assurance of work before they 
an ' 
allowed to leave the cantonm ent. It 
has been made com pulsory th at every 
m an about to be m ustered out 
of 
service 
shall fill 
out 
the 
little 
red card.” On this he m ust w rite his 
name, age, trade, 
nationality 
and 
salary w anted. 
If he desires to re­ 
turn to his form er em ploym ent, and 
cannot show, absolute proof th a t a 
job aw aits him , the bureau imme­ 
diately gets in touch w ith the 
em ­ 
ployer and arran g es for his return. 
lf the soldier w ishes to labor in a 
new field the bureau then seeks em ­ 
ploym ent suitable to his wishes. 
“The various types of men 
wo 
have to deal w ith som etim es 
tax 
our resources,” said Mr. Fay. 
“ For 
instance, here I have two cards. One 
is made out by a L ithuanian 
who 
requests a position as a chair pol­ 
isher a t a salary of $23 per week. The 
other is made out by a college pro­ 
fessor who believes $45 per week is 
the minimum for which he will work. 
In each case we first seek to 
place 
the man through other governm ent 
em ploym ent bureaus. 
If we arc un­ 
successful, we are then forced 
to 
com m unicate direct w ith individuals 
or industries em ploying men of thL 
class. 
Som etim es .this tak es .sev­ 
eral days before we are able to fit 


the men into the industrial scheme. 
In any case we alw ays m ake sure 
th a t the man is ‘placed’ before we bid 
him goodbye.” 
A uthorities here state th a t 
only 
approxim ately fifty per cent of the 
soldiers living in 
the 
cities 
have 
found em ploym ent, w ith the 
p er­ 
centage increasing in sm aller cities. 
In the country the percentage of men 
returned to work is one hundred. 
M ark L. C raw ford of Chicago has 
been nam ed federal director of the 
em ploym ent feature and he has gen­ 
eral charge of the work done 
be­ 
tw een his departm ent and m anufac­ 
tu rers in every city in the 
nation. 
B ranch offices in various cities will
